REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
neither discloses nor makes obvious the combination of a flowable explosive pre-mix being 
combined with a hardener, with a hydraulic cylinder and ram assembly coupled to apply 
controlled pressure to the pre-mix. The combination of references does not disclose these 
features, in particular because the hydraulic cylinder and ram assembly of Halliday is used to 
apply pressure to a fluid, and no fluid explosive pre-mix is shown in either Hiorth or Donaghue, 
rendering the combination unsuitable. It is submitted that the device of Halliday would be unable 
to apply a pressure to a powder.
